In our last article under date of Au- 
gust 17, 19830 we endeavored to set 
forth the teaching of the Bible with 
respect to family limitation or, in oth- 
er Words, birth control, using for a 
text Gen. 1:28, “And God _ blessed 
them, and God said unto them, Be 
fruitful, and multiply, and replenish 
the earth.” We are sure we were un- 
able to do the subject justice in our 
first article, neither do we expect to 
fully cover same in this writing, but 
“we do hope that we may be able to 
throw some more light upon this im- 
portant theme which is being discuss- 
ed so freely in and out of the pulpit, 
both pro and con. 

Judging from the present effeets of 
race suicide, the world in general has 
gotten its mathematics twisted and is 
subtracting rather than multiplying 
for the birth rate has fallen way be- 
low normal, especially here in the 
United States. And no wonder, with 
so much being said for birth control 
and so little against it. In olden days 
it was considered a reproach not to 
be able to bear children, Gen. 30:23, 
and the prayer of the woman of that 
day was, “Give me children, or else 
I die.” Gen. 30:1. Quite a difference 
today when it is considered a reproach 
to bear children, especially in large 
numbers, with the modern woman 
praying, “Give me NO children, lest I 
die.” 

We are unable to give you the ex- 
act scriptural quotation for fear of of- 
fending those who are immature in 
mind, but you will find by studying 
the Bible that God struck the man 
dead that began this ungodly practice. 
You may choose to place other con-, 
struction upon the scripture, but it 
seems very clear that God’s former 
people did not stop with contraceptive 
measures but during their backslidden 
state digressed to the point where 
they took the life of their offspring 
both prenatal and postnatal for the 
prophet accused them of filling Jeru- 
salem with the blood of the innocents,

world so much the better for them. 

The only means of family limita- 
tion justifiable in the scriptures, we 
have been able to locate, is by contin- 
ence and that with mutual consent by 
the contracting parties. See 1 Cor. 7:5 
with context. And let it be anderstood 
that the women folks are not always 
responsible for these ungodly practices 
with their attendant evils; and _ fur- 
thermore, wives are not to ne consider- 
ed as slaves who have to cater to all 
the petty whims of their husbands. 
The Bible says to wives, “Submit your- 
selves unto your own husbands, as un- 
to the Lord,” Eph. 5:22, and in Col. 
3:18, “As it is fit in the Lord.” 

Husbands and wives should be mu- 
tually agreed, avoiding conflict as far 
as possible in order to get the best out 
of married life. This rule applies in 
all cases and under all conditions. 

Getting back to our subject, some 
will think we are going too far with 
this question, but if you will consider 
how far the world is going in this di- 
rection you will agree with me that 
too little is being said about it in the 
Protestant churches and especially in 
the Church of God. We have fought 
off conviction to write any more on 
this subject for months but have re- 
ceived so many letters from our mem- 
bers and friends requesting us to write 
more that we find we are unable to 
write letters to each individual and 
use this means to reach the many 
readers of the Evangel. 

In our travels by motor through a 
part of twenty-three states to the As- 
sembly and back, we noticed how 
brazen the enemy of mankind is in 
advertising his goods everywhere. In 
one of our large Eastern cities one 
drug store was displaying literature, 
pictures, etc. in the window that was 
really shameful. Any little school boy 
or girl can get all the’ information 
they want on the delicate subjects. 
Here on the West coast more is being 
said and done than elsewhere, it seems. 
A bill has been put before the state 
legislature here in California which 
will, if passed, legalize birth control 
by operation for sterlization. The 
church in her moral teaching makes no 
compromise with hell. 

We also notice with some relief that 
Wisconsin is trying to get a law pass- 
ed that where married women are 
obliged to work for wages, the same 
would be placed under state compen- 
sation, providing several weeks’ rest 
with two-thirds pay in cases envolving 
the duties of motherhood. Let us hope 
the bill may go through and that the 
Nation as a whole will wake up to its 
responsibility and provide some help 
or at least lend some encouragement 
to those who have taken upon them- 
selves the responsibility of large fam- 
ilies. The bread earners should at least 
be provided with some kind of work to 
earn a livelihood. 

France, as a nation, has long been 
favorable to birth control, it seems; 
but of late she is changing her views. 
Since last year it was said that there 
were 12,000 more dearhs than births. 
According to the late press reports 
under a bill pending before the House 
of Deputies, $45,000,000 would be ap- 
propriated for the purpose of encour- 
aging large families. Parents would re- 
ceive twenty dollars for the second 
child and thirty dollars for each ad- 
ditional one, with a pension at the 
age of sixty. 

In old Bible times it was considered 
a blessing to have large families. 
David said that children were an her!- 
tage of the Lord and that they would 
be like olive plants around our table. 
Psa. 127:3; 128:3. But Jesus said, “Be- 
hold, the days are coming, in the which 
they shall say, Blessed are the barren, 
and the wombs that never bare, and 
the paps which never gave suck.” Luke 
23:29. Surely we are living in the day, 
now, when this has its fulfillment iv 
part, at least, for you often hear the 
remark made to those whom nature 
has robbed of their fruitfulness, “Isn’t 
it a blessing’ that you don’t have any 
children to worry with? Not so in the 
beginning, they might have said, What 
a pity that you have to live under this 
reproach and can’t be a woman among 
women. 

But what about those who could and 
would not? Many a woman has died, 
we are told, trying to hide her face 
from little children which intended 
as a blessing were made to be an ever- 
lasting curse. “Then shall they begin 
to say to the mountains, Fall on us; 
and to the hills, Cover us. For if they 
do these things in a green tree, what 
shall be done in the dry?” Luke 23:30, 
31.

Sometimes I meet little boys and 
girls on the streets of our little coun- 
try town. I ask them about coming to 
Sunday School. Some will say, “Our 
clothes are too bad to go out in com- 
pany.” I tell them to put on the best 
they have and come on. They do, some 
with little ragged dresses on but clean, 
some little boys with overalls on, rag- 
ged, patched, but clean. And they seem 
to enjoy the school fine for I make 
them welcome. Say, brother, we are 
going to be responsible for not reach- 
ing out for these little ones, Let us do 
more this year for our Sunday School 
in our little town. 

We have our church and Sunday 
School in an old theater. We have four 
classes in school.

A STORY FROM AFRICA 


Dr. Forrest, who has recently return- 
ed from a trip to some of the oriental 
countries, tells a most touching story 
of his visit to the Ivory Coast of Af- 
rica. I am sure that I can not tell it 
as impressive as it really was as I will 
have to tell it secondhanded, but I will 
do the best I can in my own words. 

Before the war a native from. the 
Ivory Coast, while traveling, met some 
missionaries and got gloriously saved. 
He at once felt a special call to go 
back to his people and tell them of his 
wonderful experience and what the 
Lord could do for them, but he refused 
to go until one day while in the forest 
he came face to face with a leopard. 
It was crouched right before him al- 
ready to spring. He could see its teeth 
and its tail was moving as is the cat’s 
nature when seeking its prey. It was 
only a few feet from him and he had 
nothing with which to protect himself. 
There was not a chance for him to 
escape, one jump was all that was 
needed and he would be gone, but he 
remembered his call from the Lord 
and at once promised God that if He 
would deliver him from the leopard 
that he would go and preach to his 
people. The leopard at once seemed to 
become frightened and turned and 
ran into the jungles. 

This native kept his promise and 
the Lord blessed his work. People got 
saved by the hundreds and they built 
many places of worship. Then the war 
came on, and they would allow no 
public gatherings. The French arrest- 
ed this native as a spy and exiled him, 
but he told his followers before he left 
to pray that a white man might come 
and tell them more and explain the 
little book, which was a little Testa- 
ment. So from that time until now, 
when allowed to do so, they gather 


around the little Testament and pray 
that God will send a white man to 
read and explain the Book. The rrench 
stopped their meetings anu destroyed 
their church houses but still they held 
on. 

Since the war the French govern- 
ment has built back some of their 
churches but they have no one to teach 
them. They have heard only one ser- 
mon since the war until last year. Dr. 
Forrest said that when they came to 
the little town, he and a missionary 
that accompanied him, as they drove 
up a man said something to a boy and 
the boy ran to a cottage, got a bell, 
and ran down the street, crying with 
all his might. The missionary said that 
he was saying, “The missionaries have 
come! The missionaries have come! 
And within half an hour people had 
gathered from all parts of the sur- 
rounding village or country to hear 
them preach. He preached to them and 
baptized some of them although he 
could only stay a few hours. When 
they started to leave both men and wo- 
men clung to them and with tears 
streaming down their faces pleaded 
with them to stay. The missionaries 
said that the natives had hoped that 
this was the man that they had been 
praying for God to send them. They 
held on to them until the last minute 
and then begged them to come back. 
They are still praying and looking for 
a white man to come to them and tell 
them more about Jesus. Don’t you wish 
that the Church of God could send 
them some one? If we don’t the devil 
may send some one and deceive them. 

Dr. Forrest is president of the Toc- 
coa Fall Institute at Toccoa, Ga. and 
he says that if he can ever get loose 
here that he expects to spend the rest 
of his life on the Ivory Coast of Africa.
